tot  otample,  five  seminars  of  two  weeks  duration 
were  he3d  for  groups  of  IS  to  20  students.  Most  of 
those  students,  were  college  professors  in  (be  social 
sciences. 

Many  study  group*,  also  come  to  FEE  tor 
shorter  seminars,  hn  to  four  days,  [n  addition,  ilie 
FEE  stair  has  bom  conducting  similar  seminars 
acrora  the  naliim  f  and  in  variou  s  foreign  cou  ntries  I 
since  1951.

During  (he  summer  nr  1965,  four  StnufiatS  of 
one  week  each,  were  conducted  for  a  total  of  I  k  3 
students  from  all  pons  of  the  Untied  Stales-  Eighty- 
two  of  the  Mu  dents  wen  teachers  ( 2!  of  these  were 
members  of  college  fatuities  ) .

Each  accepted  applicant  will  be  Cent  two 
books;  The  La*-  by  Frederic  BattiaL  and-  Cllchb 
of  Sociaiism,  an  extensive  collection  of  answers:  by 
various  authors.  Thera  two  short  books  indicate 
cJeariy  Ihe  general  philosophy  Ihat  undesginds  Ihe 
FEE  approach  to  the  study  of  putiiwal  raonomy. 
The  two  books  are  uq  integral  part  of  Ihe  course, 
and  the  student  is  expected  tn  read  them  bcFiwe 
he  comes  hero, 

Thne  une-weck  seminar*  a  re  designed  In  alter 
n  thorough  introducing  to  the  libertarian  philos¬ 
ophy  uf  government  nml  the  “Austrian  School"  ap¬ 
proach  10  CCOflCAlks,  If  U  Mudcnt  is  eOnViiiCed  Ihul 
Ihe  Keynesian  (  macro  or  holistic)  approach  to  the 
study  of  economics  is  the  correct  one.  he  would 
probably  be  wasting  his  lime  coming  here.  These 
FEE  seminars  are  spec! frailly  designed  for  ihost 
students  who  are  of  (be  opuisop  tt.pt  the  most  pro¬ 
ductive  approach.  10-  economic  problems  ix  through 
(be  study  of  individual  hunun  action  —  that  is.  the 
Study  Of  why  and  how  men  ad  in  the  exchange  of 
their  goods  and  servlets.  This  approach  is  boxed 
on  the  theory  Hurt  economic*  k  and  priori  sckiwe. 
in  the  same  sense  as  is  [ogle. 

This  subjective,  micro  economic,  individual, 
human  action  approach  to  the  study  of  political 
economy  is  the  only  justification  for  conducting  the 
FEE  seminar*.  The  macro,  statistical.  ’'nsass  man," 
Gratis  National  Product  approach  is  taught  every¬ 
where.  We  sincerely  hope  (bat  these  FEE  seminars 
Well  prove  to  be  Ihe  harbinger  of  a  general  academic 
resurgence  toward  the  idea  that  the  proper  study  of 
man  in  any  area  still  begins  with  the  action*  of  the 
individual  person. 

TOT£  WELL;  Students  at  the  FEE  seminars  are  ex¬ 
pect  nl  to  cxprcsx  their  ciwt)  opinkHW,  ideas.  and  be¬ 
liefs  -  And  to  defend  them  logically  and  doptisstofl- 
arely.  Unanimity  of  belief  is  neither  expected  nor 
encouraged,  But  the  prospective  xludents  .should 
understand  clearly  that  Hie  irHISUCtOrt  Of  the  FEE 
seminars  ire  primarily  interested  in  studying  the 
theory  and  practice  of  the  free  market  economy; 
they  have  little  ireierBsa  in  discussing  haw  ia  im¬ 
prove  the  procedures  and  mocha  nknvt  or  govern- 
■Vtentiil  intervention  it)  the  economic  and  other  areas 
oF  peaceful  him  tan  action.  The  approach  ix  always, 
from  ihe  volunitesy,  instead  of  the  compulsory, 
viewpoint:.
